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THE LATE JUDGE BUEL.

Tub late Jesse Bubl, whose place of residence 
near the city of Albany, the engraving in part repre- 
sentB, was bom in Coventry, Connecticut, January 
4, 1 778. Being the youngest of a family of fourteen 
children, he enjoyed few facilities for early education, 
never having had, during his entire life, but six 
months* schooling. He was bred a printer and 
passed a large portion of his active and useful life in 
superintending the publication of various newspapers, 
commencing with the editing of the ** Troy Budget" 
and closing with that of the ** Cultivator." It is, 
however, the agricultural labors and example of Judge 
Buelthat has rendered his life the common property 
of mankind. In the year 1 82 1 he purchased a farm 
of eighty-five acres near the city of Albany, which 
then formed a part of what was appropriately termed 
the " Sandy Barrens." That part now called the 
'* Albany Nursery," and represented in the engraving, 
then lay an open common, unimproved, covered with 
bushes, and appaientXy doomed to everlasting sterility. 
These unpromising appearances nthich, to a common 
mind would have presented insuperable obstacles, 
seemed to increase the efibrts, rather than damp the 
ardor of Judge Buel.* Difficulties and obstructions 
were with him every day familiars. His mind had 
been, in some measure, formed under their influence. 
He reeognized and acted on the doctrine that where 
God has done little, it is incumbent on man to do 
much ; and that nothing in this world is ever lost by 
courting situations requiring the expenditure of effort. 
As a practical commentary on the truth of his doc- 
trine, it is worthy of remark that the same acre of 



land which in 1821 he purchased for tliirty dollars, 
he left at his death in October 1839, worth two 
hundred dollars. 

The devotion by Judge Buel of his oneirics to the 
interest of agriculture, was in the extremest degree 
fortunate. Of the three great interests that divide 
between them the labors of men, viz : the agricultural, 
the mechanical and manufacturing, and the commer. 
cial — ^it is not difficult to perceive that the first has 
long been the most important, and the most neglected. 
Tlie new and virgin earth on this continent, that had 
been for ages rearing and receiving back into its 
bosom the tall tree of the ftn«st, and the waving grass 
of the prairie, required at first, in many places, but 
a small quantity of labor to ensure ample returns. 
When the soil began to give evidence of exhaustion, 
mstcad of attempting its restoration, new fields were 
brought under the dominion of the plough. The 
great mass of agricultural population, so far as their 
business was concerned, were little more than crea- 
turcs of habit. Men lived and labored and trod the 
same paths, and performed the same circle of action, 
with scarcely a single well settled principle for their 
guide, except that the same field ought noi to be 
taxed to grow two succesBve crops of flsuu The 
principal and almost the sole object in view, wai to 
realize as great immediate rstoiTM as ponUe fiom 
the smallest amount of labor, without any regard 
whatever to the exhausted condition in which they 
might leave the soil ; on the same principle that a 
traveler would seek the rapid accomplishment o^ 
long journey, by driving so far the first day as to 
destroy his horse. 

The new system of agriculture with which the 
name and reputation of Judge Buel k CfMfltiaALy 



identified, consists in sustaining and strengUiening 
the soil, while its productive qualities arc put into 
requisition : in rendering the farm every year more 
valuable, by annually increasing both its products 
and i^ power of producing ; like a traveler who, 
instead of destroying his horse the first day, should 
so regulate liis motion and adiiiiiiister his supplies 
of food, as to enable him to make additional progress 
every successive day, until the completion of his 
journey. This new system — new I mean in tliis 
ocomtry — has been principally carried into effect by 
manuring, by draining, by good tillage, by'altema- 
ting crops, by root culture, and by the substitution 
of fallow crops for naked fallows. 

The efibrts of Judge Buel have greatly tended to 
render honorable, as well as profitable and improving, 
the pursuits of agriculture. He taught men that 
agricultural prosperity resulted neither from habit 
nor chance ; that success was subject to the same 
law in this, as in other departments of industry, and 
before it could be secured must be deserved ; that 
mind, intellectual power, dhd moral purpose, con. : 
stituted as essential parts, in the elements of agri. 
cultural prosperity, as in those of any other ; and all 
these truths he enforced by precept, and illustrated 
by practice. By these means he lias called into the 
field of agricultural labor a higher order of mind ; 
has elevated the standard 5r agricultural attainments ; 
and has tended to render this extensive department 
of industry as intelligent, respected, and honorable, 
as it ever has been conceded to be useful, healthy, 
and independent. 

The writings of Judge Burl are principally to be 
found in the many addresses he has delivered ; in the 
six volumes of liis Cultivator ; in the small volume

Axo^o the more eiilightened and wealthy circles 
of Philadelphia in tlie year 1811, and in the sunshine 
of fashionable life, sported the airyfbrm orCharlbtte 
Monroe — a young lady^ as remarkable for the 
vivacity of her disposition as the beauty of her 
pcrsoh.

JOEL BARLOW, 
An American poet and diplomatist, was bona 
at Readings in Conndcticuti about the year 17SS; 
His father died while he was yet a l4d at school^ 
and left him little more than sufficient to defray 
the expenses of a liberal educatiofi. He was first 
placed at Dartmouth College, New-Hampshke, 
then in its infancy, and after a very short resi. 
dcnce there removed to Yale College, New- 
Haven. — From this institution he received a de- 
gree in 1778, When he first came before th^ pub. 
lie in his )X>etical character, by reciting an original 
poem which was soon after published. On leav- 
ing College he was successively a chaplain in the 
revolutionary army, an editor, a bookseller^a 
lawyer-and 'a merchant. He next visited £ng. 
land, and published in London the first part of 
** Advice to the privileged Orders ;" and in the sue 
oeeding yiear a poem called " The Conspiracy of 
Kings." In the latter part of 1792, he was appoin. 
ted one of the deputies from London Coastitntiooal 
Society to present an address to the Nattonal 
Convention of France. Information of the notice 
which the British government had taken of this 
mission, led him to thmk that it would be unsafe 
for him to return to England, and he oontinded 
to reside in Paris for about three' years. It was 
about this time that he composed his most popu. 
lar poem, entitled ** Hasty Pudding." He was 
subsequently appointed Consul for the United 
States a*t Algiers, with power to negotiate a peace 
with the Dey, and to redeem all American oiti. 
zens held m slavery on. the coast of Barbary. — 
After discharging these duties ho returned to 
Paris, and again engaging in trade, amassed a 
considerable fortune. In J80& he returned to hia 
native country and fixed his residenee at Wash- 
ington, where he displayed a liberal hospitality. 
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and lived on terms of intimacy with moat of our 
dkUnfrnnlied statesmen. He now devoted himself 
to the publication of the Golumbiad, which was 
b«Mid upon a poem written while he wM in the 
tmmff aad published soon, after the cloa^ of the 
w»r, uiwlar the title of '*<The Vision of Columbus." 
This was issued in a style of elegance whieh few 
worlEs, either American or European, have ever 
e^mdled. In 1811- he was appointed Minister. to 
France, and in October of the following year was 
invited to a conferenec with the Emperor Napo- 
leon at Wilna. He immediately set off on this 
niMion, tfavelling day and night ; but sinking 
iwder the fatigue, and want of fond and sleep to 
which he was obliged to submit, he fell into a 
•taie of debility and torpor from which he never 
recovered. He died in December, 1812, at Zar- 
nawica, a. village in Poland, near Cracow.

HENRY CLAV. 

Tuts eminent ^taiesman, Hpniry Clay, like 
many others in our co^ntry, has be^n the builder 
of bis own -fortunes. He rose from poverty and 
obscurity to professional eminence aiid political 
dignity by the energetic and assiduous eieicise 
of his intellcotual powers. 

Henty Clay was born oin the 13th of April, 
1777^ in Hanover county, Vir^ia. His father, 
who was a respectable olergyman, died while 
Henry wan q^ito young, consequently his ednna* 
Uon wfia only suoh as could be acquired in a 
eemmon saboid* At an early fga he waa placed 
in the office of Mr« Tinsley, clerk of the high 
court of ehapcery, at RiohiAond. jNLere his tal. 
ottts and amiable dq^rtmsiit won for him, the 
friendship of some of the most jrespeotable and 
influential gentlemen in the suto. At nineteen, 
he commenced ihe study nf law,.and^wtui ad- 
mitted to praotice when twenty years df age. : 
He soon after removed, to Lextngion, K^ntudk^, \ 
and eonMl^ied his atudies about . a year longer. 
The snperioiity of his geninsi soon obtained for 
■hini an extensive and luorativs practioe.. 

In 1798, when the people oif Kenlueky Were 
preparing to frame a constitntipn for the state, 
Mr. Clay lealoqsly exsrtad his ti^lents in fkTor.oC 
a plan proposed for the gradatl jsmancipation of 
klaves, but without success. Smm after w«s6<i 
him vindioating the freedom of the press, and in 
opposition to the sedition law. His speeohes on 
the subject are said to have ezliibiled much of 
that energy of bharaotsr and powei' of eloqaence 
whioh have since distinguished him on all greaX 
pnblic occasions.' 

In 1803,'he was etaotod ^ niember of the Leg. 
islature. In 1806 alWr General Adair, resigned 
his seat in the Senate of the United States, Mr. 
Clay was elaoted to flU the 'vaofmcy fbi^ one year ; 
it was at this tisM h« -fiiat advaneed and a«ip. 
ported his favorite prineipte of intoraAi.iaftprova- 
nent. 

OnhirretomtoKentn^, ha w«» rej^Ueied 
lo the state Legislafure; and at the next session 
chosen speaker; by a largo . majority, and held 
that station for several years, dosing which time 
hc'lreqnentiy took part in the dehates, exhibiting 
hia brilliant oratorical powers. 

In 1809, he was again elected to the United 

Steies' Senate far two ;y«oca, in plaeeof Mr. 

\ Thnfston. At this tkne Mr. Clay first publicly

His term of service in the Senate having ex^ 
ptred, he was elated m member, of the House: of 
l^presentativesj and in the winter of 1811, took 
his seat in that body, of Which he w^s chosen 
speaker, by a- vote that left . no doubt . of the ex. 
tent of hiB iafla^nce, or of the degree of respeOt 
entjBrVaiqed.pf his libilitiiBSL, Xhis station he eon. 
tinned to hold until 1814, when he was appointed 
one of the commissioners, who -negotiated the 
treaty of Grhent. - When he resignod the speak- 
er's chair on the eve of his. departure, to Europe, 
he addressed the hposo in a speech ** wliich 
touched every heart in the assembly, and unsealed 
many a fountain of. tears,'* to which the. house 
responded by passing a resolution, almost nnani^ 
mously, thinking him for the impartiality with 
which b9 had administered th? ard)ipus ditties of 
his offiee« . In the spring, after the termination 
of tho negotiations at Ghent, he went lo London 
with tw^o of his former coUeagoes, Messrs. Adams 
and Gallatin, and there entered upon a highly 
important negotiation, which resulted in the 
bommercial convention, wbi<ih has been made 
the basis of most of our subsequent commercial . 
arrangemente with foreign powers. On his re> 
iutn to his country, he was every where greeted 
with, applauses and wa» again elooted to the 
House of Representatives In. Congress, of which 
he continued to be a radmbcr until 1825, when 
: he accepted the appointment of SecreUry of 
SUte ander President Adams^ 

fn relation to the independence of the Spanish 
American states, wo See. Mr. Clay entering into 
it with all his heart, and if there be glory dnc to 
%nyone mortal man more thaii to others, f|pf 
arousing the sympathies of freemen for a people 
struggling to be free, that glory is due to Henry 
•Clay. . .- .' 

We still see- Mr. Clay engaged in his dsriing 
obj^ote, to the support of which his splendid taK 
tents have bean, directed. These- are ratemal 
improvementk, and the protection of. domestic 
manufiictures by an adequate tariff. On the 13th 
of February, 1893, during & time of high political 
diacu^ioli, he brought forth his Compromise Bill 
for the regulation of the tariff, which was at once 
approved and adopted by a large majority,.and 
after teooiving tho signature of the Prcsid«at« be- 
caiM a law. 

M^ny other interesting inoidente are presented 
(n the public lifld of Mr. Chty, to which we shall 
only advert) such as the 'part he took in the 
Missouri question, in the election of Mr. Adams, 
on tl^- subject of sending comoiissioners to 
Graaee^on th^coloniaaiion of negroes, and maia 
recently his labors In fkvor of rechartem^ the 
United Stetes Bank, and for the diatribotion of 
the proceeds of the Public Lands, far the piirpo.

witlihold himself, or be withheld, from an active 
agency in all public matters of moment, durhig 
the period of his political career. The very 
history of his education, would make this forbear, 
anoe impossible. A 8elf.made man, the process 
by which he ac4|uire(i his position, became habits, 
which impelled him to a continued restlessness 
while in it. Wi^ his temperament, made par. 
iieuUrly active by the labors of his upward 
march, the impulse of eontmoed progress, was 
unroslrainablo and sleepless. We are not so 
sure that this condition of mind is a fortunate 
•ne ; but it is a condition of mind which singu. 
larly represents that of the whole country. The 
■ecessitie* which educated Mr. Clay, are the 
very same necessities which prevail to a para- 
mount extent over the great majority of the 
intellectual men of the United States. 

Though firm to his principles, and energetic —

Miirdl^t 17^7, at Waj^saw, South Carolina, a 
^ili%ll settlement wbitb^er hw iainily had eiQ. 
I^tejd two years preTious. Thou|^h too jounf 
t9 iako an active part in the revolotionary 
stniggV^, he had all the courage an4 spirit of a 
true patnot, with the. enthusiaam of youth.. In 
1784, haviug acquired a good English eduf^tion, 
he commenced the study of law in Salisbury, 
N. C. was admitted to practice in 1786, and re. 
moTed to I^ifMhvUlo in 1788. Professional suc- 
cest imuiediately attended him. He soon re- 
ceived the appointment of Attorney General of the 
district. In 1796, he became a member of the 
Tennessee Convention to form a constitution for 
the siftte. In the same year he was elected to 
the national Senate* He took bis seat in that 
body, but resigned at the close of the session, al. 
legging his distaste for the turmoils of politics. He 
was appointed Major General of the Tennessee 
militia, which office he retained until appointed 
to the el^ne rank in the United Stales Army by 
President Afadison in 1814. After retiring from 
the Senate, he was for a short period one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Tennessee.

He headed 2500 volunteers for the defence of the 
lower states, and proceeded as far down, at 
Natchez. He led the Tennessee militia against 
the Creeks in the furious battle of Talladega, 
and after various encounters, succeeded wjth his 
brave comrades in annihilating the power of the 
savage Creeks. The bra very, and skill of Gen- 
oral Jackson attracted the notice of the Grcneral 
Government, and he was appointed a Major 
General in May, 1814. His brilliant career in 
the service of the countrjf from this period until 
the victory of New Orleans and the close of .tte 
war, is familiar to Qrery one. .He retired on the 
conclusion of peace to his farm in Tennessee. 
In 1827, the Scminoles on the Spanish frontier 
committing depredations upon our citizens, he 
took the field again, and pursued these murder. 
ous hordes into their retreats, and destroyed large 
numbers of them. When the Floridas were 
ceded to the United States, General Jackson was 



sentcd to become a candidate for the Presidency! 
he resigned his seat in that body. The electoral 
colleges gave hii^ a plurality of votes, but there 
was no choice by the people, and the . House of 
Representatives elected |llr. Adams. In 1829, 
being again a. candidate he was elected. . He 
was reelected in 1832, and was eight years ip 
offioei. He stiU lives upon his plantation at the 
Hermitage*. 

The eight, years administration of General 
Jackson will form an epoch in our history, -con« 
spi(y2ous for the changes made in the policy of 
the government, the. gradual breaking down of 
the Tariff System, and the arrest of Internal la^ 
pnovepients by the nation. The antagonist 
position of the National Bank,.the final x>VQr throw 
of that institution by a stretch of Presidential 
power, which although questionable in ita natura, 
was sanctioned by the popular voice~'lbe -revul- 
aion in trade and commerce — all will be remem* 
bered for years to come, doubtless to forin the 
subject of angry discuaaions by the dififereat 
parties into which the country is divided.

1705, he aif ended Lord Halifax to Haoover? in 
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JOSEPH ADDISON. 
Oittof theomamenta of Bngliah literature; waa 
the aonof Dean Addiaen^ and waa bom at Blflaton, 
in 167^. At hia btrtb, it ia said that he waa aap. 
poeed to be dead born and waa aecordingly laid 
out. The Charter Houae, at which he became ac. 
^uaintod with Steele, and the Collegca of Qoeen'a 
and Magdalen at Oxford, have the* honor of hia 
education^ The firat written proofa whi(di he 
gaTO of hia talenta, were Latin poema,. of very 
aaperior eleg«Ace. Some Engliah poema^ a trana- 
lation of tbe fourth Georgic, and a Diacourae 
on the Georgioa^ aoatained hia reputation, and 
hia praiae of King Williara gained him the patro. 
nage of Lord Somera. In 1699, Somera obtained 
for him an annual penaion of X300 to enable him 
to trarel iu Italy. In that eoontry be remained 
neariy tfare^^eara, when hia penaion being loat 
by the death of King WiHiam, neceaaity drove 
him home. During hia abaenee, he collected 
matoriala for a narrative of hia tour, and wrote 
hia Letter to Lord Halifax, hia Dialoguea on 
Medala, and four acto of Cato. On hia return, 
he publtabed hie travela. It waa not, however, 
imtil 17B4 that fortune began to amile upon biro. 
At the auggeatian of Halifax, he waa then em- 
ployed to celebrate in rerae tbe aplendid victory 
of Blenheim ; and, aa aoon aa be bad ahown hia 
patrona the aimile of the angel, he waa rewarded 
with the place of Ckmimiaaioner of Appcala. In 



1706, he waa appointed under Secretary of State; 
and in 1709, he went over to Ireland aa SeciBtafy 
te 4he Lord Lieatenant, the Mar^uia of -Whar^ 
iaOf and aliio received the almoat a&iQjenre. office 
of keeper of the reaorda at JDubliiH with.a aalary 
of £900 a year.— DuHng tbia period, he wrote tha 
opera of BoaamcMid, and Oontribttted a- prologue 
and aome acenea to ^e.ele*a Tender Huaband. 
The Taller waa begun by Steele, while Addison 
waa in Ireland, and Without the knowledgeoTthe 
latter, wilo, however, aoon detected hia friend, 
and came forward to bia aid. In-. 1711, m con* 
jnactbn with Steele, he began the Spectator* 
which alone would immortaliae Hja. name. Aa 
an eaaayiat, he aubsequently con^buted to' the 
Guardian, the Lovert the Whig flxamiiiet, the 
Freeholder, and the Old Wbfg. in 1713, bia 
Gate, towbioh Pope gave a prologue, waa brought 
upon toe atagO, and tbe atate of partiea at that 
time, at leaat aa much aaita inlrioaic merit, en. 
aured ite complete aueeeaa. It did not, howeTeXf 
eacape from the orilio8,.among whom Dennia waa 
oonapieueua for hia acuteneaa and bittemeaa. 
Tbia tragedy, the comedy of the Drummer^ and 
tbe opera of Roaamoad, coaatltuto the whole of 
Addiaon'a dramatio worka. Ip 171^ after a 
IcH^ eourtahip, he married thC: oounteaa dowager 
of Warwick;, a union which was productive o£ 
nothing but pne daughteir and infelicity. The 
lady waa a woman vain of her rank^ wb4 ba4 the. 
folly to think that ahe had honored a commoner 
of geniila by giving him her hand; and the result 
waa such aa waa naturally to be expected. 
Though Hymen frowned on him, hia ambitioli 
waa gratified in the. following year by the poat of 
secreUry of atate* But the toil, hia awn inapti* 
tude for business, and his sufibrings from aathtnav 
aoon compelled him to resign it, and lie received ;: 
a yearly pension of JC1500. After his ^olirenient, 
he completed his Treatise on tbe Christian Relig- 
ion, and was engaged in a political contest wUh 
hia old friend Steele, whom he treated with a 
contemptuoua asperity that cannot easjly bedc;. 
fended. He died at Holland House, on the 17ih 
: June, 1719. In hie last moments, be sent, for 
Lord Warwick, whom he was anxious to reclaim 
from irregular habiU and erroneous opiniona, and 
pressing his band, faintly said, ** I iiave sent for 
you that you may see in what peace a Christian 
can die." As a man, Addison was of blameless 
morale; as a statesman he was ill calculated for 
office, for he had not the nerve, promptitude of 
action, and readiness of reaource/ which are more 
necessary in such a character than even the 
loftier intellectual powers ; as a. poet and drama- 
tist, he cannot aspire to more than a place in the 
second elass; but as an essayist, he.atancU unriv* 
aUed for ethic instructiveness, skill in. delineating 
life and manners, exquisite humor,* fine imagina- 
tion, and a dulcet, gracefiil, idiomatic flow of 
language, which amp^ juatifiea tbe eulogium of 
Johnaon, that ** whoever wishes to attain an 
English atyle, familiar but not coarM, and elegant 
but not oatentatioua, muat giv6 hia days and 
nights to the volumes of Addiaon.**

FisiixiLL Tillage, on the cre^k, 5 miles from \ 
the Hudson river, and 16 from Poughkcepsie, is 
attuated upon a beautiful plain, in a fertile coun. 
try, and has about eighty dwellings, an acaxlemy, : 
one Episcopal, and one Dutch church. A por. 
tion of the American army were located here in 
the revolutionary war. Their barracks, were 
about half a mile south of the village. The head- 
quarters of the. officers was the .dwelling now 
occupied by Isaac Van Wyck-, Esq. generally 
known by the name ef the " Wharton House."* 
The barracks commenced about 30 rods north 
of this dwelling, from the residence of the widow, 
Mrs. Cornelius Van Wyck, and extended south. ^ 
wardly near the lino of the road, to the foot of 
the mountain. The soldiers' giravcyard was sit. 
uated near the base of the mountain, where a 
road turns off from the turnpike to the east. 
While the army was here, the tory and other 
prisoners were confined in the old Dutch stone 
church, represented in the above engraving* 
In this church, it is said that Enoch Crosby was 
confined, and escaped in an apparently miracu- 
lous manner. 

The following is an inscription on a monument 
in the graveyard, adjoining the church :

Berijanun is, therefore, like some highly ^istixiguiahl 
ed authors whose meinories are still green, a lame 
man ; he bears the infirmity without disquietiide. 

While a boy, our poet was sent to an excellent 
seminaryf then distinguished, throughout Ne\if. Eng- ' 
land for the superior character of its Preceptors, in 
a small village in Connecticut^named Colchester. 
At the age of twelve, he Was removed to new Ha- 
ven, where he reside in his father»s fkmily for three \ 
years. - He was tiien sent to a private boarding, 
school, near Boston, where he dwdt until he was \ 
fitt^ ibr c<dlege. He. then entered Harvard ^ni- *; 
versify, in the year 1B25, when sixteen years of agie. 
But he did ix>t finish his academical education in 
this veneraUe institution.' During the first term t>f 
the Sophomore year he was- cornpelted,:in conse-* 
quei^ce of a. long and serious indisposition, to*leave' 
oc^egB, or, as the cbUege term is, **to makeup his^ 
comiexions.'* After his recovery he. removed to : 
Washington C<dlege, -Hartford, then under the 
charge of the Rt, Rev. T. C. Brownell, as president 
He was graduated with the first honors of his classv ' 
in 1829. ; * 

About a year lifter hAving bCen graduated,. Mr. 
Benjamin- entered the Law Sohodl al Cambridge 
then conducted by Mr. Justice Story and professor : 
Ashman. He pursued the study of the law with t 
due diiligence.for a considerable period, but finished- 
the acquirements of his profesaion at New Haven> 
under the instruction of Mr* Chief Justice Daggett 
and professor Hitchcock. He was adimtted to the 
Coimoeticvt bar iii 1 833^ as Attorney: arid Counsel, 
for at Law and l^icitoc in Chancery^ 

After this, he "jeihbved to Boston, the residence 
of his friends and relatives^-wbs soon adiii^tedto 
the Masmchusetts bar, but did not practice the. pro. 
.'fession, frt>m which he was drawn away by his 
great fove of literature. He became editor of the 
New -England Magazine. \xl 1836^ that periodica] 
was joined' to the American Monthly, edited in 
New. York, by Charles F. HofTman. Shortly af- 
rerwards, Mr. Benjamin was. induced to reade 
permanently in New. York. He was more readily 
persuaded to do this, since, in coiisequence • of 
unfortunate investments, and the calamities in 
which so many were involved, his patrimonial prop, 
orty Was well nigh lost. , ' . 
' Mr. Benjamin had always cherished an idea of 
aiding and assisting author8\ and the niore com^ 
pletely to effect this, he invest^ the remains of his 
property in a^publishing establishment,in New- York; 
but the commercial misfortunes by which many of 
the wealthiest houses were prostrated, overthrew \ 
his prospects ip this quarter. ' 

Of late Mr. Bonjamin has depended solely upon | 
his literary exertions ; and if not so rich ^ man,' he i 
is, if wC may believe the opinion of old friends, a : 
much- happier one than- when he -revelled in .-the < 
luxury of .having nothing to do. His best powers ; 
are now very fairly tasked in the sole charge and j 
editorship of **^The New Worid,»* a journal .^th ] 
whose character the public are not. unfamiliar ; \ 
since it has a weekly circuktioQ-of scone twenty \ 
thousand co^es. ^ 



Mr. 'Bei^^junin's writings are probably as vdunt* 
inouft as those, of any other Ainerican pqet;. and 
we hope the time is not far distant when he. will 
present' to thepiiUichis poetical works^ coUected 
in a volvune. They would honor the liteTalore of 
any nation. The excellence q^ his . poems entitles 
their author to a- rank among the .first bards of 
America ; and their great popularity^, indicated b^ 
their constant re-publication in the.be^ literary 
journals in all parts of the Countiy, evidences that 
the public agre^. with us' in this estimfUe of .his 
abilities. Asa^ritio, Mr: Benjamin has fine taste 
and, jtidgement, and few have done more than he 
to estaUish correct ideas in regard to Uteiature and 
wt - • ■ • 

Ifi person, Mr. B. is above the middle size, and 
but for the unfortunate.-afiection of one oi his limbs, 
to which we have alluded; he would be regarded as 
one of the finest looking inen in Americal His eye. 
is large and expressive, and his face of an eminently 
inteilectuid cast Mr. George Combe, when in this 
country, spoke Of his phrenologibal developemeiit*^ 
as similar to thbse of Byron. -

seems interspersed with gloomy pictmts, ** disap.

hearts.'* The heroes who have in Afferent ages of 



the world foQgbt and Med, and 'gftinfed a HJiiis, 
have passed through incrediMe hardships, and in 
bo<fy and mind have suffered much. So with the 
student, the artist, the philosopher and politlrian, 
el^ieoially if they are supposed to possess a spark of 
genitis. How much soever the world may admire 
the scintillationB of a great mind tcday, it wouM 
dethrone the object of its adoration to-morrow, and 
whoeverattempte in the eyes-of mankind to gliittur, 
must likewi^ expect to suffer, to blush and weep.

WILIxIAM CULLEN BRYANT, 

Bryant is our beau.ideal of Poets ; v(re con. 
sider that he justly holds the most conspicuous 
place in the front rank of American Poets. He 
was born on the third* of Ndvcmbcr, 1794, and 
was the son of Dr. Peter Bryant, of Cummington,- 
Mass. His rhyming inclinations were manifest, 
ted at a very early period — seme say, when he 
was nine; other ten yeara of age. When only • 
fourteen years of ago, he pubKriied a small vol- 
ume in Boston, containing *' The Embargo, or 
sketches of the Times," together with some other 
poems. The book was so well received by the 
public, that it passed to a second edition within 
a year after its publication. ** The Embargo** 
was a political ^'eu d* esprit leveled at President 
Jefferson, and his measures. 

In 1810, Bryant entered William*8 college, in 
WlHiarostpwn, Mass. He remained there two 
years, and then, obtaining a dismissal upon his 
own application, turned his attention to the study 
of law. In 1815, he was admitted to the har at 
Plymouth, and afterwards practiced Avith some 
success. In 1820 or 'Ss, he removed from Ply. 
mouth to New. York, and here became associated 
wkh' Dr. H. J. A'nderson, in the conducting of the 
" United States Review and Literary Gassctte,** 
in which paper some of his productions first ap- 
peared. 

Ift 1821, he published " The Ages, Thana. 
topsisi and other poems.'* 

In 1828, he united his foKunes with those of 
Mr. William Leggctt in the guidance of »' The 
New-York Evening Post.** Soon after, he pur- 
chased a part of tliat establishment, and lias 
retained it' ever since. 

During each o£ the years 1897, *28 and '29, he 
contributed one-third of its matter to an annual 
enUtled *• Uhe Talisman." 

In 1832, Mr. Elam Bliss, of New- York, issued 
the first complete edition of the poems of Br3rant. 
tt was soon exhausted, and a second speedily, 
published in Boston. Of this latter, Washington 
Irving, Esq. then in London, took upon hhn. 
self an English republication, In whibh he dn- 
nouneed himself as the editor, dedicating the 
book in this capacity to Samuel Rogers, Esq. 
author of *♦ The Pleasures of Memory.** Since 
this period, the Harpers, of New York, "have 
Tinted several editions, with some additions of 
bgitive poems, contributed in latter years to our 
literary- perodicals. In June, 1634, the poet, 
with his iamily, sailed for Europe, with the design 
of. devoting some years to literary pursuits, and 
to the education of his children. He visited 
Italy and Germany, residing principally in Mu* 
nich, Heldolburg, Florcnc<? and Pisa. In the

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EAEL OF STANHOPE. 

This eccentric and ingenious nobleman was 
been at Chevenieg, Kent, in August, 1753. In 
his 9th year he was sent to Eton, and at this 
early age. began to give strong proofs of his 
mechanical and mathematical taste. In his 
nineteenth year he was removed to Geneva, and 
placed under the tuition of Lo Sage ; and a few 
months afterwards, he gained a prize, oflSsred by 
a national academy for the best paper written in 
French, on the construction of the pendulum. 

The eail was the auihor of a great number of 
inventions and improvemonts in the arts and 
philosophy. Among those which attracted the 
most attention were his electrical ozperimenis ; 
his scliemp for securing buildings from .fire ; a 
machine for solving problems in- arithmetic ; a 
■u>de of roofing houses ; a kiln for burning lime 
— a 8t«iamboat — and a double inclined plane for 
renKidying the inconvenience attending canal 
locks. This was suggested to ihe earl while he 
was forming a canal in Devonshire, the line of 
of which he surveyed himself ; and during this 
employment, ho for days carried the theodolite 
on his own shoulderia* Experiments on stereo, 
^ype printing — an esteemed printing press which 
boars his name — ^ plan for preventing forgeries 
in coin and bank notes, dirO. dec. In putting his 
ideas into practice he was assisted by Mr. Yarley, 
one of the most expert practical mechanic^ of the 
day. 

But numerous and important as his labors were 
to the arts, they were, even in a public view, ex. 
ceeded in importance by the impulse which his pa- 
tronage gave to mechanical artists. He appeared 
to be delighted in bringing them and their pro. 
ductions before the public, and in this way he 
spent a large portion of his ample fortune, and 
alroost the whole of his thoughts and time. 

Whatever view different men might take of the 
soundness or tendency of his political principles, 
all were convinced that they sprang from the 
honest conviction of .his own mind, uninfluenced 
by the owre remotely interested motive, for he 
^ onifofmly declined all offices and pablic honors. 



If his projects, both political and mechanical? 
were occasionally considered inpracticable, the/ 
were neither sordid nor selfislu 

His apee<}hes in the house of lords, and in pub- 
lie, on whatever topic, were ingenioua, perspica- 
ous, and someiwhat forcible. But it was often as 
diScult to atiewer as to concur with them ; — ^for 
he seldom adapted his opinions to the state of 
public affairs, but reasoned from some abstract 
standard of moral or political right, that was sel. 
dom in accordance with principles of party or 
state expediency. He. was sometimes eloquent, 
and at pthors, very eccentric in Ais illustrations. 
There .was oAen a certain quaintaess of manner 
abojutthem that made them quite inesistihle, 
even to producing laughter, from the guarded 
an.d studied gravity of the incumbent on the 
woolsack. 

His activity and persevcrence were amazing, 
for notwithstanding tho multiplicity of his pro- 
jects and experiments, he was assuredly pro. 
foundly learned in every thing that regarded the 
constitution and' ecclesiastical polity of his conn, 
try, and when on these subjects, it is said he 
even Uught ** the Judges la^, and the Bishops 
religion /*' — When questions arose which required 
a practical knowledge of the exact sciences, or 
their application to the arts, if he were not the 
onlynaan, he was, at least* the ablest in the house 
to expound, discuss, and decide them ; and on 
such occasions he ever acted with great judgment. 
Earl Stanhope married Hester Pitt, a daughter 
of the great Earl of Chatham, whose poilitical 
principles he venerated with a feeling little re. 
moved from idolatry ; and in the early part of 
his public career, acted cordially with his broth- 
or.in^law Mr. Pitt. But the circumstances which 
induced that consummate statesman to alter his 
opinions, had not the same effect on the earl, and 
their political connection was dtssolvedi On 
this separation taking place, a domestic difficulty 
sprung up between Stanhope, and his wife and 
■wifc*8 connections. This dissension arose from 
i the fact, that Stanhope desired that his children 
sliould devote themselves to acquire some useful 
calling as he had done, by which, when the dsy 
of public calamity came, which he imagined he 
foresaw the rapid approach of — they might secure 
independence by their own personal ingenuity 
and labor. But his family preferring the patron, 
age of their uncle, the minister, to the protection 
of the paternal roof. Stanhope declared as they 
chose to be saddled on the public purse, they 
must " take the consequences:* They were not 
therefore mentioned in his will, although they 
were entitled to certain sums by a marriage set- 
tlement. 

*' Charles SUnhope,** said the Earl of Chat- 
ham, ** as a carpenter, a blacksmith, or mill- 
wright, could in any country, or any times, 
preserve his independence and bring up his family 
in honest and industrious courses, without solic- 
iting the bounty of friends or the charity of 
strangers.** 

Stanhope was odd in his dress and person, and 
his plain, unaffected, amiable manners, were 
considered to be singular for a man of his high 
rank and connections : but they conciliated 
affection in many cases approaching to devotion, 
and his general. integrity commanded universal 
respect* He was a considerate and kind landlord, 
an ardent friend, and his purse and influence

were ever open to befriend .th& heljilefls ind th« 
poor; but he always disliked atijr auperflubus 
ejcpreniioris of gratitude, 

Among other anecdotes of his lordship's cccen- 
tricltiofl, the following is rekted. He wa^ very 
partfcular in the «hape and- tektnre of his wigs, 
which were pccdliar, and was^ a loog time in 
getting a barber to make them to his liking, but. 
At last" succeeded. It happdnccT, however, that 
Kt a period when his stock of these ** elegant 
imitations of nature*' wis "unusually low,** tlie 
.pobr barber was t<ked do exceedingly ill'thathis 
Hfe was despaWed of. His lordship immediately 
on hearing of the illnesi of h'is-favorite artfst, seni 
a physician to attend him, and the first de^re of 
the barber on his recovery was, very naturally, to 
assure the. noble lord of his gratitude for this «n- 
ezpeeted act of benevolence. ' After a few words 
of condolence, his lordship asked him if his funds 
were not exhausted by his long inability to at. 
tend to his business, and whethpr an order in the 
way of trade would not be. serviceable to him. 
Reoeiving an • anawer in the affirmative, he or. 
dered a score of wigs. Upon bringing them 
home, the wig maker bisgan to pour forth the 
grateful^ feelings of fiis heart for this new kind- 
ness, in addition to having saved his life, when 
his lordship interrupted him by putting down' the 
money, and jokingly remarked,*** Oh !— youmay 
now die and be — ■-. — - for aught I care, for I have 
got loiga enough to la^t all my life .'*» 

Lord Stianhope died in -December, 1815, deeply 
lamented by all, but more especially by the hum. 
hler class ofcitizenst whose esteem "and friendship 
he had won by his interest and exertions in their 
welfare.

that is; dress thcni and educate them precisely 
l^c the children of men who have independent 
incomes, keep a be^t parlor «hut up fpr company : 
cufchion his pew; drive a •* chaise;" and. let his 
family surve a weaken tjointof meat. • He put 
his son Henry into the store with him, instead of 
-putting him to a trade (br which the boy showed 
a preference. Henry spon grew tired of. the lazy 
effeminate life, and finding his father d«aC»te his 
entreatie&to put him to a carpenter's trade he ran 
avyay to sea. After divers adventures he reached 
Philadelphia, and 1>ound himself to a house car. 
pouter. He worked steadily at. his trade till he 
was twenf.y-onc, and then was taken into .part, 
ncrship with.hf8 employer.

modem tfines, which gave to alt equal and re- 
ligious liberty! He died in 1676.

mountable obstacles, ftnd penctmtcd into Italy, 
whcEo, at thelou Viott he vanquished Scipio on the 
Ticino, and SemprOnius-.on the Trebbia In tlie 
ibllowihg year, h6 entijrely defeated Fjaminioa, 
.at .the battle of Thrasynaene. Fabius, by bis 
prudQht maniBUvres, for a while, held him at bay; 
but tiie battle of Cance, brought on (b..c.216} by 
the presumption of Varro, reduced Rome to the 
verge-of ruin. More than forty thousand Romans 
perished on that terrible day. The force of Ax^ 
nibal,- Jiow^er, not being sufficient Ua the re- 
ductioo of the city of Rofne, he bent his march 
to Capua, which opened its gates to him, and 
he thore took - up his winter -quarters.

• SIR WILU AM HEJRSGHEL. 

Silt William Herscqel, o.no of the greatest 
astronomers of modern times, was born in 1738. 
-He was the son of a musician, who brought him 
up in his own profession ; and young Herschel 
was successively n player in the band of a Hano- 
veriaA regiment, and of the Durham mijitia, *nd 
organist at Halifax, and.ut the Octagon chapol 
at Bath. . The study ofaslronpmy was one of the 
occupations of his Jcisure hours, and finding the 
purchase of a powerful telescope too expensive, 
he tried to construct one for himself, and was sue- 
ccssfiil. Ho subsequently liiado others of enor^ 
raous magnitude. Kclinquishhfg the study -of 
music,- he gave, hihisclf up to aslronorhical inq.ui. 
ric?, and, on.lhe I3lh of March, 17^1, was so 
fortunate as to discover a new planet, which ho 
named the Georgium Sidus. . Thenceforth, pat^ 
ronised by Geotgc the Third, and assisted hy his 
sister Caroline, he continued lus labors assiduous. 
\y.' In 1816 he fcceivctl the Guelphic order of 
knighthdod ; and he died August 23, 1622. 
Among his discoveries made by ^eraohcl are 
the lunar, volcanoes, the si-xth ;ind seventh satel- 
lites of Saturn, the six satellites of the Georgian; 
planet, and the nature of the various ncbulie. 
.Herf»ciiel wrote many papers in tiie Philosophical 
I Transactions; and drew up a Catalogue of Stars,

BERNAl^i>IN DE SAINT.PIERRE. 
Javbb HsiTRT BcaiTAaDm Da SAmT^PiBaas 
wias born at Havre, in 1737, and is said to have 
been a descendant of the celebrated Eoatoco de 
St Pierre, the patriotic mayor of Calais. At the 
age of twenty he entered into the engineer ser. 
vice ', and he successively served at Malls, in 
Russia, and in Poland. On his revisitiag his na. 
tive country, he obtained a captain's commission 
in the engineer corps, and was sent to the Isle of 
France, from whence, however, after a residence 
of three years, he returned, with no other for. 
tunc than a collection of shells and insects, and 
a narrative of his voyage. The latter, which 
was his first literary effort, was publislied in 
1773; and ho, thcncefi>rth, devoted htmeelf to 
Htersture. His Studies 6f. Nature appeared in 
1784, and passed rapidly through ^veraj editions. 
Paul and Virginia was published in 1788, and 
this delightful tale aeqiiired an unpr^oeda)ted 
popularity, and set the seal on his repnUtion. 
During the reign of terror, he narrowly escaped 
the scaffold. From Napoleon and his brother 
Joseph he received pensions, which gave comfort 
to his latter, days. He died in 1814 His Har. ^ 
mcnies of Nature was given to the press after 
his death. The best edition of his works is in 
twelve octavo volumes. The philosophy of St. 
Pierre is occasfonaliy eccentric ; but the purity 
of his morality, and the beauty of hjs style, de. 
serve the highest praise.

CHARLES CORNWALLIS. 
Charles CoaHWALUs, marquis, son o7 the 
first Earl Cornwallis, waa born in*173d, and en- 
tered the army, afler having' received his educa. 
tk>n at Westminister, and St. John's College, 
Cambridge. In 1^61, he succeeded to tb« title. 
During the American war he acted a conspicuous 
part. He signalized himself at tlie bottle of 
Brandywine, and the siege of Cbarlestoa, and 
obtained advantages at Camden and Guilford ; 
but, having invaded Virginia, he was surrounded 
at York, Town, and compelled to capitulate. 
From 1786 to 1799, he was goremor-gcncral and 
commander-in-chief in India; and during that 
period he vanquished Tippcw Sultun, and obliged 
hin^ to accept a homiliatin^ peace. For this 
service he was created a marquis, and appointed 
master. general oC the ordnance. In 1798 be Was 
sent over to .Ireland aa }ord4ieuteaant, and re- 
mained tin 1801 ; and, by a systeni of blended 
firmness and conciliation, he suciceeded in restor. 
ing peace to that distracted country. The treaty 
of Amiens, in 1809, was signed by him. In 1604 
be was again made governor-general of India, 
but he died, in the October of the ensuing, year, 
at Ghazeporc, in the province of Benares. Sound
